FITZSIKKONS FAKED BADLY IN 


F1BST BOUND. 


New York, Aug. 25,-Fifteen min- 


utes after the Fitzsimmons-Sharkey 
fight last night Fitzsimmons, the 
winner, returned to his home at Ber- 
gen Beach and went to a dance with 
his wife. 


This morning he went for a stroll 


along the board walk near his home, 
followed by a large crowd. 
He 


showed no sign whatever of having 
been engaged in a glove contest. 


Sharkey 
wemt to his home in 


Bheepshead Bay after the ftgh:, re- 
tired and was out at 8 o'clock this 
morning. He had little to say. 


Fitzstamons' comparatively easy 


victories within two weeks ove 
Kuhlin and Sharkey, both strong, 
heavy men, has put -the former Aus 
tralian in a position where he has a 
right to expect another contest with 
Jeffries, but it is not certain yet that 
he will challenge the boilermaker at 
present. Both men have theatrical 
engagements to fill and are desirous 
of making what money they can in 
that way. The law permitting glove 
contests in thi<s state has been l 
pealed to take effect September 1 and 
it is hardly likely that Fitzstmmons 
would be willing to enter the ring be- 
fore that date. Notwithstanding his 
sensational performance in deposing 
of two men heavier than himself in 
two weeks, it is not believed that he 
would try to put out a third, and that 
one the champion and heaviest of all 
within the month. 


The gate money for a Fitzsimmons- 


Jeffries contest in Madison Squaie 
garden, .this city, probaibly would 
break all records, and the fighters 
knowing this, may decide to wait 
until after the meeting of the next 
legislature in the hope th?t a law 
legalizing boxing may be passed 
it. However, both men are in good 
condition, and 'the managers of sev 
eral boxing clubs will try and ar 
range a match between them for ai 
early date. 


There was much comment among 


the followers of the ring today over 
the fact thut Fitssimmons knocked 
out Ruhlin in six rounds and Shar 
key in two, while Jeffries some time 
ago boxed a twenty-round draw with 
Buhlin and more recently failei to 
stop Sharkey in twenty-five, 
al 


though he was given the decision 
over the sailor. 


STORY OF THE FIGHT. 


New York, Aug. 25,—Bearing th< 


brunt of a bruising battle 
lik< 


the seasoned eteran that he is, Bob 
Fitzsimmons last night met anc 
whipped Tom Sharkey in less than 
two rounds. Brief as the battle was 
there was fighting enough in it I 
suit the motet critical connoisseurs ii 
ring contests and to stir all the ani 
mal passions of those who were no 
experts in pugilism. 


The finish came two minutes and 


six seconds after the 'opening of th< 
second round, and it was a finish so 
complete and decisive as to leave no 
room for doubt as to which was th< 
better man. Fitz met Sharkey a: bis 
own game and not only outsparred 
him, 
but outfought him. It was his 


clean, hard punching that landed his 
share of the $25,000 purse for him 
When the battle had been won ami 
lost and the cheers of the crowd stil 
remained in the ears of the victor 
he walked over to Jim Jeffries, who 
was sitting at the ringside, and 
clasping his hand heartily, 
said 


"Now, 
I want you/' 


SHARKEY BUSHES AS OF OLD 


There w?s some delay in getting 


the men into the ring, but once in i 
no time was lost in settling down to 
business. Sharkey started off in his 
old rushing style and in the firs 
round did amazingly well. In fact 
just before 'the gong sounded the close 
of this period he felled Fitzsimmons 
with a terrific blow and the latter 
just regained bis feet at the close of 
the round. 


Fitz went to his corner in anything 


but good condition, but he came up 
strong and cool for the next round 
while Sharkey seemed to be nervous 
and overanxious to finish the job 
Sharkey started right off with righ 
and left swings, but Fitz was con 
tent to evade the blows and let the 
sailor wear himself out. Then a min 
ute after the opening of the round 
FitB began to meet the sailor's rushes 
with staight right and left punches 
and scon he had him groggy. 


UHTT TO THB JAW WINS, 


Sbarkty ran into a right ptuwh and 


he went down in it heap. When he 
got tip he was groggy and Fits, with 
set jaws and flashing eyes, sailed in 
or 
the 
finishing. 
The 
sailor 


sprawled blindly with left and right. 
Fitz bided his time, which cam? all 
oo quickly for Sharkey. Two min- 
utes and six seconds of the second 
round had passed when Fitz drove 
hi* right to the body and, bringing 
is left over with a sort of half hook, 
anded on the sailor's jaw. That left 
hook settled the fight. Sharkey wen; 
lown as though he had been felled 
ith A hammer and he still wa? 


sprawling on the ground when Ref- 
eree White finished his count of ten. 


Thus was wiped out for good and 


all that fracas which happened ia 
San Francisco on the night of De- 
cember 2, 1896, when Wyatt Earp 
decided that Fitz had lost ta Sharkey 
on a foul. In that mill Fitz claimed 
and still claims that he was robbed; 
that he was the victim of a job. Shar- 
key insisted and still insists that 
Fitz struck him low and that the 
referee acted properly in deciding in 
his favor. The result of last night'* 
contest proves beyond a show of 
doubt, foul or no foul, Fitesimmons 
is far and away the better fighter, 


SAILOR APPEARED AS TYRO. 
In last night's fight Fitzsimmons 


simply waited for Sharkey. He al- 
lowed him to set the pace from star: 
to finish, but he always was there 
with his deadly left and right, and, 
better than that, all his blows almost 
invariably went true to the mark. 
Sharkey, on the other hand, fought 
wildly and loosely. It was a case of 
a master of the ait against a tyro at 
it. By the side of Fitzsimmons, 
Sharkey, with his terrible strength 
and bull-like rushes, was made to 
seem like a raw beginner. Had he 
fought more carefully or had he bee1! 
capable of fighting more carefully 
the result might have been different, 
but as the men now are and as they 
probably will continue to be, FiU- 
simmons must be the master of Shai- 
key. 


FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 


Round 1—Sharkey 
rushed and 


swung his left for the body, but Fitz- 
simmons jumped out of reach. Shar- 
key rushed again, but Fitzsimmons 
jumped away. Sharkey rushed again 
but Fitzsimmons met him with a 
heavy right on the body. 
Sharkey 


missed a right swing. 
Fitzsimmons 


easily stepped out of reach. 
Sharkey 


swung his left, but Fitzsimmons got 
away and the blow landed on bis 
back. Fitzsimmons tried right and 
left for head, but Sharkey ducked and 
then Fitzsimmons landed left hook on 
neck. Sharkey swung wildly for th< 
head, but Fitzsimmons ducked am 
sent his right to Sharkey's jaw. Shar 
key clinched. Sharkey swung a heav; 
left for the head, but Fitzsimmons 
blocked it. 
Sharkey rushed wildly 


landing a left on the shoulder, am 
Fitzsimmons went to the floor, Shar 
key falling over him. The bell rang 
With Fitz on the floor, and the referee 
rushed between them. 


Round 2—Sharkey rushed to close 


quarters, swinging left and righ 
without landing. Fitzsimmons rush 
ed, sending his right to body and lef 
to neck. Both swung wildly with 
rights and lefts. Fitzsimmons steppec 
in with a right body and left to head 
Sharkey was wild, but Fitzsimmoni 
sent him to the floor after a succes 
sion of rights and left on the face 
Sharkey took the count and got up 
groggy and staggered back to th 
ropes. Fitzsimmons went after him 
and hooked his left to the jaw. Then 
he sent a right and left to the head 
and Sharkey was unable to protec 
himself. 
Then Fitzsimmons sent a 


hard right to the body, and as Shar 
key was staggering he hooked hi 
left to the jaw, sending Sharkey 
down the second time. Sharkey strug 
gled to regain his feet, but fell ove 
on his face and hands. He struggled 
gamely, attempting to get up, but th 
right on the body and the left on th 
jaw had done the work, and Sharke; 
was counted out by the referee. 


When Fitzsimmons was declarec 


the winner the crowd surged befor 
the ring, but the police got ahead o 
them and drove them back. Fitzsim 
mons was congratulated 
by thos 


nearest to his corner, and then he ran 
over and grasped Sharkey 
by tb 


gloved hand. Fitzsimmons 
almos 


danced with delight when stepping 
back from Sharkey's corner, and a 
he walked to his dressing room h 
was loudly cheered, Sharkey in thi 
meantime had recovered very quickly 
from his punishment, and was able 
to leave the ring as soon as Fitz.

TROOPS TO REMAIN 


MORE TROUBLE IS FEARED AT 


AKRON BY GOVERNOR. 


LAWLESSNESS MUST SUBSIDE 


BITTER FEELING AGAINST CITY 


OFFICIALS. 


PECK SENTENCED FOR LIFE 


THE OUTWITTED MOB MAY BE 


AGAIN INCENSED. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 25.—Gover- 


nor Nash fears there may be further 
rioting at Akron. 
For that reason 


troops will be held there until Mon- 
day at least. 
This decision was 


reached today at a conference here 
between the governor and Assistant 
Adjutant General Adams. 


Governor Nash said he should keep 


the troops on duty until he was ab- 
solutely satisfied that the lawless ele- 
ment would make no further trou- 
ble. 


"The ill-feeling;, among the Akron 


citizens who participated in the 
riots seems to be directed especial* 
ly against the city officials," said the 
governor. 
"I am afraid that when 


the lawless element fully realizes 
that the negro was taken into the 
city and sentenced and then taken 
away again without their knowing 
the slightest thing about the matter 
the trouble may rise up again. 


"The state will protect life and 


property at Akron as long as neces- 
sary." 


Speaking concerning the punish- 


ment of the rioters the governor said 
the state officials will take no hand 
in the prosecution. 


"From what I learn," said the gov- 


ernor, "the civil authorities there are 
capable of taking care of the law 
breakers and unless they should ex- 
press to me their inability the state 
will take no part in the matter. The 
local authorities are gathering evi- 
dence against 
those persons who 


were guilty of the rioting which cul- 
minated in the deaths of innocent 
persons and 
the 
destruction of 


thousands of dollars worth of prop- 
erty." 


QUIET AT AKRON. 


Akron, Ohio, Aug. 25.—There was 


no indication of any trouble in this 
city last night and with the excep- 
tion of the presence of soldiers the 
city has resumed its wonted quiet. 


Colonel Adams, the assistant ad- 


jutant general, has not returned from 
Cleveland, where he consulted with 
Governor Nash, and until he does 
nothing will be decided about the 
retention of the military. 


QUICK JUSTICE FOR PECK. 


Akron, Ohio, Aug. 25.-Within a 


few hours yesterday Louis Peck, the 
negro whose crime caused Wednes- 
day's riots, was indicted by the grand 
jury, was brought from Cleveland 
under heavy guard, was arraigned 
before Judge Nye, pleaded guilty to 
the charge of criminal assault, was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life 
and landed in the penitentiary at Co- 
lumbus. 


The machinery of the law worked 


too quickly for the mob, even if there 
had been any intention to renew the 
trouble when the prisoner should be 
brought back here. 
In sentencing 


Peck Judge Nye ordered that the 
first thirty days of his term should 
be spent in solidary confinement, and 
indicated that he regretted that the 
law would not allow him to fix a 
more severe penalty for the crime. 


On the way here from Cleveland 


Peck showed signs of the greatest 
fright, begging Prison-keeper Wash- 
er to thoot him Instantly if another 
attempt should fee made at Akron to 


lynch him. 
The prisoner was taken 


from the train to the courtroom un- 
der a guard of militiamen and back 
to the train for Columbus before 
many people of the town knew of his 
presence.

MEASURING LIGHTNING. 


The width of a flash of lightning 


has been measured by Mr. George 
Rumker, of the Hamburg observa- 
tory, A photograph was secured last 
August as lightning struck a tower 
a third of a mile away, and from 
the distance of th? tower and the 
focal distance of the camera objective 
it was possible to calculate 
the 


breadth of the discharge shown in 
the picture. It has been determined 
that-the flash was one-fifth of nn inch 
wide. 
Ramifications shown in the 


photograph on each side of the main 
discharge are attributed to the strong 
gale that was blowing, the phenome- 
non appearing like a silk ribbdn with 
shreds floating in the wind.—Indian- 
apolis Press.

manuafcture of cotton are vita! »e- 
cfssiti.'s. 
It is thought cotton cul- 


ture waa begun in the thirteenth 
century, the plunt coming1 in from 
India, whei'e it has been kiiown for 
£,000 years. In spite of her un- 
equaled agriculture, China dots not 
raise cotton for t-yport — nor, in facl, 
enough for her own needs. I» the 
growth and manufacture of it, as in 
i.vtvything cJ.se, tho aim is not, as in 
the Uuiti'd States, to 
savf 
hand 


labor, but to uso as much of it as 
possible. 
There are no power-gins 


for taking out the seeds. 
Instead, 


the Chinese use the little hand-gins 
very like those still to be found in 
the homespun regions of the Appa- 
lachian chain. The gin is nothing 
more -than a couple of small wooden 
rollers, made fast in uprights affixed 
lo a bench. 
They are turned by a 


wooden crank, revolve one against 
the other, and free the cotton of seed 
by drawing the lint through the nar- 
row space between. The lint is1 fad 
to them by hand, and it takes a long 
and steady day's work to gin Ave 
pounds of lint — which means twenby 
pounds of cotton in the seed. 


The cotton is carded simultaneous- 


ly with the ginning. A second man 
stands at the end of the bench beat- 
ing the clean cotton with the tee- 
kung, or earth bow, into big flaky 
''bats." These bat? tho women spin 
in various ways. 
Sometimes they 


use 
tho 
old-fayhionpfl 
spinning 


wheel. Much of tenor it is something 
approximating the ancient 
distatf. 


The spinner twirls Jt steadily, walk- 
ing1 around 
and 
around as 
she 


twirls, thus winding the lengthen- 
ing tread into very long hanks.

It is spun and run into broaches or 
quills, they nre often roeled with a 
lu;ml-recl. 
Chinese industry indeed 


is as inveterate as Chinese economy. 
Women usually work at ?uch reeling 
while they stand and gossip in the 
alley ways bfitwc.cn their Louses. If 
thri'o is no reel handy they will be 
stitching upon a shoa note, always 
a salable article. 
Bare foefc are un- 


known in China. 
Evtii a 
beggar 


wears shoes, though he may havs no 
other clothing than the head-bowl, 
which serves both as a hat and to 
hold out when thcro is a chance of 
alms. 


Nothing Is wasted in China. Even 


grass and wheat roots are pulled 
up, washed, dried and used for fut-1. 
Scraps of paper and cloth are pasted 
together to make tho insoles of shots. 
Bits of wood arc glued to build up 
either a board or a post 
Women 


'spinners and straw-plaiters earn 2c 
a day. 
The spinning1, though, is 


most commonly like the weaving at 
the hand looms, only a part of un- 
paid 
household 
labor. 
Machine- 


made cloth and thread have of late 
come to bear heavily upon the cot- 
ton-workers, but that fact is in a de- 
gree offset by tho growing import of 
raw cotton. Still some of tho light 
yellow hand-made fabric, known the 
world over, as nankeen, from the city 
of export, Nankin, is shipped abroad. 
It is made from a peculiar yellow- 
staple cotton, hence not dyed. The 
same yellow-staple cotton is grown 
and manufactured by Arcadians in 
Louisiana, but the fabric Is so coarse 
it does not compete with the Chinese 
one. 


Five dollars a year will clothe a 


Chinese husband and wife something 
more than decently. 
Underwear is 


unknown — so is fitting a garment. 
The only measures taken are from 
the hip to the ground, and from the 
middle of the breast to the finger 
tips. Fashions do not change. Win- 
ter 
garments 
and 
bedding 
are 


wadded with cotton. 
Once a year 


they must be ripped apart and wash- 
ed, padding ond all. 


How needful is economy may be 


judged from a few 
figures. 
Un- 


skilled laborers are paid upon an 
average 7c a day. Masons, carpen- 
ters and stone cutters, here as else- 
where the aristocracy of labor, get 
from 25c to 30c a day. Work begins 
at sunrise and keeps up until dark. 
Notwithstanding all which strikes 
are virtually unknown, and the Chi- 
tiese laborer is the happiest and most 
contented in the world*

We have 


steadily euci cached upon the celestial 
eniphe, demanding concessions to our 
cornmeice, and quite as steadily have 
we closed our poits to leciprocation. 
We have never followed the golden 
rule in our intercourse, for there has 
been nothing mutual in this com- 
munion. 


"Now, it sttnds to reason that in a 


nation oi 400,000,000 people, opened 
up against their will and traditions 
by the encroachment of a miscellane- 
ous body of uninvited and competing 
merchants^ while our horns govern- 
ments have discriminated 
against 


Chinese immigrants, a strong party 


' should arise whose natural determin- 


ation it is to drive back the wedge 


k that threatens the integrity of the 


empire. 
It would be a surprising 


thing, indeed, if no patriotic home 
party stood forth to defend those an- 
cient institutions, 
which must be 


quits as dear to that vast people as 
our own aie 
to ourselves. 
Conse- 


4 quently this uprising is indeed a se- 


rious one in its own possibilities, 


"China was centuries old before her 


> walls were ever seen by occidentals. 


Had we western people never eii- 
croachetl theieon there might yet not 
have arisen, jpiy reason for the dis- 
integration of the empire, and 
it 


would have^gxme on its own way as 
long again, 


"But now all is different; we have 


entered the celestial precincts, and, 
of course, a strong reactionary home 
party have stood up to resist further 
invasions. Hence, the whole world is 
in a strange predicament — the entire 
west against the east. All the eagles 
are already gathered about the most 
Ancient carcass of empire that the 


/world contains. 
The military aspect 


is suggestive of an Armageddon upon 
a scale quite gigantic enough to 
promise us at least 
a tremendous 


type of the final conflict 
itself— 


promised to all nations. 


LIKE CORTEZ AGAIN, 
" "In the little relief column launch- 


ed at Pekin seven great powers are 
represented, but they are advancing 
with but little real unanimity of pur- 
pose and with but a forlorn hope of 
assured success* 
Should China rise 


in might she could absorb the army 
of invasion in a jiffy. Upon the other 
hand, the very boldness of the effort 
reminds one of the ancient Spanish 
invasion of Mexico and Peru, only 
China is far more than an Aztec rem- 
nant.

"Should even limited success at- 


tend our now fully undertaken armed 
invasion, I do not see how, upon mere 
human foundations and experience, 
the west can expect to effect more 
than a lodgment along the shore. We 
my secure thef ringe of coastland 
and obtain a basis of operation for the 
coming centuries to work from. 
I 


know of no better fulfillment of the 
Savior's prediction than this war in 
China: 'I come not to place peace up- 
on earth, but a sword!' And that is 
exactly what this matter means. The 
mission of peace has unsheathed the 
inevitable sword!" 


What Mr, Totten fears as at least 


a remote possibility is the question 
of "Target Against Amunitioii," as 
he puts it. He means that if China 
should arise in patriotic "devotion" 
to herself as against all comers then 
there are not enough bullets in the 
horizon of all creation to overcome 
her!

A PROPHETIC DKEAM. 


As far back as 1872 Mr. Totten

The :nilitr.ry world was in a most

1880; 


how much worse it is in 1890!

Totten continues: 


"While heavy aitillery is strain- 
ng eveiy power of nature to fabri- 
cate enoimous guns, engineeiing- is 
taxed at all her skill and genius 
upon the counter-questions of more 
permanent defense. 
Now explosives 


ire harnessed to new machines and 
the most recent cffspiing of the ter- 
'ible torpedo brood, shunning its ap- 
propriate element and essaying the 
very air itself, Ipaps forth upon its 
errand cf destruction from the can- 
non's mouth! 
From the nightmare 


of expeiiment tint these efforts are 
suggesting1, the very air seeks the 
•elief of vacuum, and the ocean, un- 
ible to escape, quivers with antici- 
pation as monster after monster, 
each one more horrible in deformity 


more instinct with infernal po- 


tence than its predecessor, launches 
with accelerating sequence into her 
troubled bosom. 


A WORLD WAR. 


Field artillery has witnessed the 


successive abstraction of solid shot, 
:anister and shell from her aston- 
shed limbers, as each in turn has 
been pronounced of hopeless efficien- 
cy, and now the very guns them-

not my notes one whit. 
It is my 


position still. 
This war with China 


is now a fact, and all the world is in 
it 
Is it Armageddon? The other 


day the Louisville Cotirier-Journal 
deemed it might be. I do not say it 
is, but Chamberlain some days after 
I had this matter in hand got after 
the way things work and called the 
missionaries to order. Who is right?

PASSING OF THE TAN SHOE. 


The popularity of the tan shoe for 


women's wear is a thing of the past, 
accoiding to the statements of Lynn 
manufacturers who have made a spec- 
ialty of their production in late years.

JOHN W. 'MACKAY'S TOMB. 


Among costly tombs is that of John 


W. Mackay, the California multi- 
millionarie,, 
built 
in 
Greenwood 


cemetery, New York, which is the 
most expensive and remarkable niau- 


America. 
The height of 


the structure is forty feet eight inches 
and its ground dimensions are thir- 
ty-five feet eight inches on each side 
The dome and floor, are of mosaic from 
Venice. 
Many kinds of marble are 


used in the interior work. There are 
four heroic bronze groups by a Mu- 
nich artist for the four wings. The 
doors are of bronze and the windows 
of plain Munich glass. 
The enor- 


mous piece of granite for the roof is 
twenty feet six inches square and 
vvcighs upward of fifty tons. 


This wonderful tomb is in the form 


of a Maltese cross. 
A granite cross 


surmounts the top. The cost has beer 
estimated at $400,000. It is heated 
and lighted by electricity. 
It hns a 


jeweled altar, at which requiem mass 
?s may b? sung in the presence of the 
Mackay fnmily or oth?r* worshipers 
The first to be laid away amid this 
magnificence was John W. Mackay 
jr., who v/as accidentally killed in 
Paris a few years ago. 


William H. Vanderbilt was buried 


in a mausoleum which he had erected 
at New Dorp, Staten Island, at a 
cost of perhaps $100,000. 


In Woodland cemetery, New York, 


not far from the Huntington tomb, 
is the magnificent mausoleum con- 
taining the bodies of two multi-mil- 
lionaire brothers—Robert Goelet and 
Ogden Goelet—who were placed there 
side by side a few years ago. 
This 


is called cue of the most artistic 
mausoleums in the country. 
It cost 


no less than $100,000, and was de- 
signed by Stanford White. 
It is 


situated in one of the finest plots in 
the csmetery, on a hill facing Cen- 
tral avenue, not far from the main 
gateway. 
The architecture is clas- 


ing; place of a private individual 
anywhere in this country. 
The only | 


inscription on it is the name "Rocke- 
feller," in large raisad letters. 
The 


cost cf the monolith and base stones 
at the quarricr was about $50,000; 
the additional expense involved made 
the total cost probably $60,000. 


A similar monolith was erected in 


Bosehill cemetery, Chicago, by the 
late "Long John" Wentworth, to 
mark his last resting place. 
The 


Wentworth monument, however, is 
not so great in its proportions. 


A memorial chapel and mausoleum 


dedicated to the memory of the late 
Horatio IT. May was recently erected 
in Rosehill cemetery, Chicago, at a 
cost of 930,000. 
It is built of light- 


colored granite, and in general di- 
mensions is 35x70 feet. 
There is a 


carriage porch extending the full 
width of the front, so that entrance 
and exit may 
be ha d in stormy 


weather without discomfort. 
Im- 


mediately inside the entrance are 
robing1 rooms, with Etairrooms on 
either side. 
The nave contains all 


the seats except those formed by the 
gallery. 
At the rear is the opening 


to the receiving- vault, 
The roof is 


of oak, with hammer-beam trusses 
and curved brackets. 
The floor is 


of mosaic, and the walls are of fine 
teira coUn material. 


In 
the Polish Roman Catholic 


cemetery at Norwood park a massive 
tomb or mausoleum has been erected 
as a tribute to the memory of Father 
Vincent Earzynski, late piiest of St 
Stanislaus Kostka's Polish Roman

Vicar General of Louisville Diocese 


Refused to Conduct Seivices 


for King Humbert. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—A protest 


has been sent to the papal legation 
here by the leading Italians of Louis- 
ville, Ky., against the recent action 
of Very Bev. Dr. Bouchet, vicar gen- 
eral of that diocese, in refusing to 
conduct a solemn mortuary service in 
honor of King: Humbert's memory. 
It appears that Father Bouchet had 
cpnsented to offer a simple low mass 
for this purpose, but declined to hold 
any -more elaborate service. 


It is not generally known that the 


present Mshop of Louisville, Dr. 
William McCloskey, was formerly 
connected with the American college 
in Borne, and, therefore, has decided 
views on the differences existing be- 
tween the Vatican and the quiernal 
since 1890. 
Whether his tfeelings on 


this question have prompted him to 
support Father Bouehet's attitude 
against paying extreme 'honors to 
King Humbert's memory is not 
known, but the fact that he sustains 
his vicar general's contention leads 
many Italians to infer so. 


Archbishop Martinelli enjoys the 


right in this country of di»ciplining 
any priest or prelate for breach of 
duty, but since the present action'of 
Dr. Bouchet is no infraction of the 
moral law, it is evident that neither 
himself nor his local superior, Bishop 
McCloskey, will incur any severe pen- 
alty.

The movement among the farmers 


to put the Hessian fly out of business 
in Allen county received a strong 
impetus at a meeting of the Allen 
County Agricultural society held this 
afternoon at the city hall. The meet- 
ing wa>s a special one, called by Pres- 
ident Alexander Johnson, to ar- 
range, if possible, for a concerted ac- 
tion among the farmers to drive out 
the Hessian fly, which has seriously 
lessened the wheat crops of the past 
few years. 


The attendance was not large, but 


the farmers present were much inter- 
ested in the question* In opening the 
meeting President Johnson stated its 
objects briefly, and read the following 
letter received this moining from 
Governor Mount: 


GOVERNOB'S LETTER. 


"Executive Department, State of 


Indiana, Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 
24, 1900.—Mr. Alexander Johnson, 
President Allen County Agricultural 
and Horticultural Association—Dear 
Sir: 
Keplying to your favor of the 


23rd inst, I beg to say that I am in 
full accord with the thoughts ad- 
vanced in your letter, and in har- 
mony with the efforts of Purdue ex- 
periment station and also that of 
Ohio. 
There must be concerted ac- 


tion on the part of the farmers, if 
they expect to mitigate the ravages 
of the Hessian fly. I have long 
studied this vexatious problem, and 
I am only able to reach one conclu- 
sion, and that is the abandonment 
of re-sowing wheat-laud in the same 
crop, and 
late-sowing 
after the 


ravages of the 
insect are fairly 


passed. 
I also regard as wise the 


early sowing of decoy strips where 
the Hessian fly will deposit their 
eggs and concentrate 
* their work; 


later on the plowing of; these strips 
will completely destroy* the larva of 
the fly, 


"I am glad you are deeply inter- 


ested in this needed effort. 
I beg 


you to say to the farmers that I will 
very soon join their number once 
more, and I shall do so with the en- 
thusiasm of my entire" nature. 
I 


am ready to second every effort that 
shall be for the promotion of their 
interests, and I beg to express my 
unqualified approbation of the effort 
being made to counteract the ravages 
of the Hessian fly. 


"I go tonight to Geneva Lake to 


address the Y. M. C. A. on the Sab- 
bath, and will return to Chicago to 
attend the G. A. B. encampment 
next week. 
Except for these en- 


gagements I would be glad to be 
with you to encourage by my words 
and presence the good work in which 
you are interested.

"3. For a sandy soil, worn and in 


need of being turned into grass, try 
the mixture first given, plus twenty- 
five pounds of nitrate of soda. As a 
generaft rule, commercial fertilizers 
have not accomplished good results 
on sandy soil. We have not.much 
data yet, however, on this point. I 
am inclined to think that twenty-five 
pounds of muriate of potash might 
also be used on a thin, sandy soil. 


"For a good loam soil, in good

It is assumed 
from what you say that in this soil, 
which has been manured, clover 
would catch reasonably .well. 
This 


would indicate that a nitrogenous or 
potash fertilizer would be unneces- 
sary. The acid phosphate would give 
quick response and the raw bone 


ural fertility in the land to start the 
grass or clover well after the wheat 
has been taken off, 


"Use no goods that do not bear th? 


state chemist's tag, which shows 
that the firm has complied with the 
fertilizer law, 


"Bone and acid phosphate are sold 


by many companies. Nitrate of soda 
and muriate of potash can be legally 
sold in this state through the agents 
of the Bead Phosphate Co., of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and the Columbus Phos- 
phate Co., of Columbus, Ohio. 


"In our own experiments here we 


have had greater results when a 
complete fertilizer, which included 
phosphoric acid, potash and nitrogen, 
was used. But the nitrogenous in- 
gredient is so expensive that I ques- 
tion whether its use will be profitable 
in most of the cases you name. 


"I am frank to say that with a full 


knowledge of the soils in question, 
and the underlying subsoils, the sug- 
gestion given might be modified. 
The bulletin on the improvement of 
clay soils, referred to above, 
give you some suggestions as to how 
fertilizers may be tested in order to 
find out what is best. 


"My recent bulletin on the Hessian 


fly has nothing to say about wheat 
after corn. 
A border, one or two 


drill rows wide, can be cut around the 
cornfield and the stalks fed to either 
cattle or hogs or both. The border 
can then be sown as a decoy as sug- 
gested. I would be glad to know to 
what extent your farmers will agree 
to carry out the suggestions given in 
my bulletin, or any others that may 
be thought wise.

Many of the farmers spoke briefly. 


In a number of sections it was re- 
ported that the fiy had damaged 
the crops but little, yet there was a 
very general desire to adopt ad- 
vanced methods in meeting the pest. 
The plan as proposed by the experi- 
ment stations is to sow a decoy stiip 
of Wheat around the cdpe of the 
fields early in 
September, but to 


postpone the sowing of the 
main 


crop until the latter 
part 
of the 


month. Before this is done the en- 
tire field is to be plowed deeply, 
turning under the decoy strip of 
wheat upon which Hessian fiy will 
be at work in force. In this manner 
it is said a large percentage of the 
pests can be destroyed. 


The attendance was hardly large 


enough to warrant an absolute state* 
ment of how generally the plan will 
be followed, but the association will 
make an effort to induce entire com- 
munities to unite in following the 
plan, as its efficacy is increased in

REPORT AGAINST VACATION 


REVIEWEBS REVERSE FINDING 


OF VIEWERS. 


Recommend That the Old New Haven 


Road Be Not Vacated—Matter

Jerome Gloyd, Jesse Crouse and Au- 


gust Blume, reviewers in the petition 
for the vacation of the old New Ha- 
ven road, have filed with the county 
commissioners their rsport, which 
finds against vacation. The original 
viewers favored vacation, and a big 
remonstrance was filed with the coun- 
ty commissioners, who appointed re- 
viewers. Oliver Hanna, owner of the 
old Nelson farm, was desirous of hav- 
ing the road vacated, inasmuch as it 
divided a few acres from the bulk of 
his farm. He had also given the right 
of way through the farm to two other 
roads, and believed that the road was 
not necessary to travel. He and sev- 
eral other persons in tile "Vicinity 
signed the 
original petition. Now 


that there have been two reports the 
court may decide, but the commis- 
sioners can only act' in accordance 
with the recommendation, of the re- 
viewers, which means that the road 
will not be vacated unless the courts 
decree otherwise.

Mr. Decker is one of the pioneer 


farmers of Allen county, and after 
a long life rich in the active ness of 
Sturdy citizenship is now living with 
hi? wife and a son in quiet retire- 
ment at 206 High street. A reporter 
for The Sentinel called at the Decker 
home a few days ago and enjoyed a 
brief visit with these kindly pioneers, 
whose faces may show the traces of 
time and of toil, but whose hearts are

A PIONEER INDEED. 


Mr. Decker is a pioneer indeed, for 


he has seen eighty-three years come 
and go, and sixty-three of them have

been pased within the borders 6f Al- 
Un county, tte was born in Center 
county, Pa., itarch 
10, 1817, and 


came to Allen county from Canton, 
0., arriving here April 16, 1837. With 
him were his father, a brother, 
Henry, and two young sisters, Cath- 
erine and Lydift. All are now dead, 
and the father ilnd brother sleep side 
by side in the Bullard cemetery. The 
younger sister was the wife of Octa- 
vius Phelps, who is yet living in 
Whitley county* 


Previous to leaving Ohio Hr. Deck- 


er had entered 160 acres of timbered 
land lying in Aboite township, his 
government deeds beating the signa- 
ture of Andrew Jackson as president. 
The ttip to Indiana was made in 
a covered wagon, overland through 
rough country, 
whetc there 
were 


practically no roads, and five long, 
weary week* were occupied in ths 
trip from Stark county. Arriving in 
the early spring the Decker family 
was domiciled the first night at the 
home of John Dittoe.- The land .en- 
tered by Mr. Docker was 160 acres 
very near the geographical center of 
Aboite townAhip, and here he resided 
for fifty-eight years, until in 1894 
he removed to Port( Wayne. 


The first duty of the pioneer settlers 


wa« to cut away the saplings to make 
A place for their log cabin, about 18 
feet square, which was the residence 
of the family for many years. Wild 
game was plentiful, deer came close 
to the cabin to browse and at night 
the howling of wolves was slumber's 
Accompaniment. Of the population, 
the vast majority were Indianp, and 
the business interests of Fort Wayne 
were confined within tiie limits of 
what is nowt as it was then, Columbit 
streett

EARLY BUSINESS MEN, 


* Mr. Decker's recollection o| the pio- 
neer business men of'Fort Wayne is 
vhHjd, and he refers in tntimajke tSermfc 
to Allen Hamilton, Samuel Hanna, 
James Barrett, Francis Comparet and 
others who were prominent in the .pio- 
neer history of Sort Wayne. The 
crop yield in those days was heavy, 
and Mr. Decker is of the opinion that 
the cereals grew with less work than 
now. Be sold wheat in the Fort 
Wayne mafket for 25 cents per bush- 
el in trade, oats and corn for about 
10 cents per bushel, buter for 4 cents 
pet pound and egg* for 2 cents per 
down. Money was a scarce article, 
and the farmer was content with 
"trade." After the construction of 
thj, canal, however, there was an im- 
provement {njthis 
direction, and 


ttrfces 
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witching the approach of ths eteinal 
sunset. 


Six children were born to them, and 


five are yet living. Seniy, the oldest 
son, was a soldier in the civil war, 
and died some years ago in Michigan, 
Alfred, another son, resides in Chi- 
cago. 
Oliver resides with his par- 


ents, and is a shoemaker on Harrison 
street* Of the daughters, Mrs. Rachel 
Gouty resides at Oakland street and 
Archer avenue; Mrs. Annie J. Huff- 
man is tho wifp of a tanner near 
Roanoke, and tors. Tffelinda Gouty, 
who married a brother of her sister's 
husband, lives at Springfield, 111. 


Both the aged people still enjoy 


life to an unusual degree* though 
both are somewhat afflicted 
with 


rheumatism. Mr. Decker refrains the 
warmest interest in public affairs. 
"I began buying an occasional copy 
of The Sentinel in 1837," said Mr. 
Becker, "for I wanted the news of the 
political campaign of Van Buren and 
Harrison. I paid eight and ten cents 
a copy for the paper in those days. 
Then in 1839 I subscribed and my 
name has never been off the list since 
that date. I still think it is the beat 
paper published, and I watch for it as 
anxiously as I did fifty years ago. 
I have always been a democrat, and 
have never missed voting at a presi- 
dential election since I became of age, 
with one exception. 
That was in 


1864, when General McClellan was 
the democratic nominee, and I was 
prevented from voting then because 
1 was confined to mjr tied with ty~ 


fev*r." 


Mr. Decker very kindly granted a 


sitting for The Sentinel's photogra- 
pher, and the portrait appearing 
herewith is from ttoat photograph. 
the first he has had taken since he 
was thirty-six, years of age. After 
the struggles, the toils and the trials 
of a pioneer life, lightened and 
brightened by the Joys that only piio- 
neers knew, this most kindly and 
estimable couple are enjoying the

Until recently the sultan smoked 


a hookah, not as handsome as the 
shah's, but it cost several thousand 
dollars, touring the last few months, 
however, he has shown a fondness 
for cigarettes. 


President Loubet, of France, is the 


only chief magistrate that country 
has had who has smoked a pipe, Fe- 
lix Faure, his predecessor, puffed ci- 
garettes. 


President Xruger usually has a 


pipe in his mouth. His favorite one 
was of the German kind, with a big 
China bowl. It was given him about 
twenty-four years ago by one of his 
visitors.

DtTE TO ttife 


The boxers of China have a val- 


uably ally in the Triad secret society, 
the oldest and most infamous of the 
many Chinese organizations of a sim- 
ilar character, tls origin is so re- 
mote that the society's book of rites 
contains the statement that it has ex- 
isted "since the foundation of the 
earth*" The real name of the league 
is rfr'ien-Ti Hwey, or Hurtg league; 
the name "Triad" cornea from "Sam- 
Hop ttwey," the populai title given 
to the organization. 
The society's 


teachings are exalted to such a degree 
that many of them seem to come bdd- 
ily out of the sermon on the moiint. 
Unfortunately, however, their fcrac- 
tjce is different from their teachings. 
A more dfcrefctttable organization 
was never created to become a thorn 
in the flesh of all workers in the cause' 
of law and order. 


About 250 years ago the Ming 


dynasty was overthrown by the Tar- 
tars. 
Shortly aftei this event the 


Triads reorganized to oppose the 
Hanchu conquerors. Since that time 
the league has enjoyed a reputation 
for lawlessness unparalleled even in 
the history of China. Its members 
spread over the whole of the far east, 
3f anila knew her, to her sorrow. The 
Dutch colonies suffered from their 
depredations. 


EXPELLED FftOM MANILA. 
At length, when the residents of 


Manila had endured long enough the 
outrages of the society (which had 
made necessary many times the call- 
ing out of the garrison), members of 
the Triad league were by law forbid- 
den to come into t)>e colony. 
The 


Dutch followed the example of the 
Spanish without loss of time. Thus 
driven out from their former happy 
hunting grounds, the Triads looked 
for fresh fields, and found them, as 
they supposed, in Sarawak. 


They descended 4,000 strong on the 


Malays, burned their houses, seized 
their ships »nd were, ?,bout to embark 
on what promised to be a career of 
bloody piracy when Rajah 'Brooke ap- 
peared with a force of Byaks and de- 
feated them. Singapore has suffered 
as severely as any colony from the 
outrages of this society, and more 
than once the Triads have taken pos- 
session of the city.1 They were offi- 
cially suppressed in 1878, but prac- 
tically existed until a much later 
time. In Hong-Kong they were from 
the foundation of the colony forbid- 
den to enter, but they have from time 
to time crept in, and have required 
the full force of the law before they 
could be restrained. 


DUE TO TRIADS. 


There is practically no doubt that 


tbe Tai-Ping rebellion was due to the 
Traids, About the time of the insti- 
gation of the rebellion the Triads had 
so openly op'posed the government 
that armed resistance was the only 
course open to them. They were then 
as lawless a band as at any period 
of their history, but the leader of the 
revolt, ttuiig Sau-Tsun, obtained 
some knowledge of Christianity and 
endeavored to purify the society and 
to urge the establishment of a dy- 
nasty which should rule according 
to the high principles of Jesus and 
fconfusius. 


"King of the heavenly kingdom of 


universal peace" was the title he gav^e 
himself. To his standard flocked en- 
thusiasts and malcontents of all 
classes; to prevent desertion these 
were branded on the cVeefes with the 
words "frai-ting." 
Bufc tne good 


resolutions of the leader came to 
naught, as history tells. The mor- 
als of his followers and the ill suc- 
cess of his armies disheartened him, 
He became crazed and the coming of 
General Gordon to command the Chi- 
nese army completed the overthrow 
of the rebellion.

In the lining membrane of 
the canal is nn oily, yellow wax that 
is bitter to the taste. On account of 
this bitter wax no insect will of its 
own Accord enter the Canal. It is 
only by accident that an insect ever 
gets in the ear. The quickest way 
to get rid of it is to drop in a little 
aweet oil. This will either drown it 
or frighten it out. 


The wax in the ear is abSblltteJy 


necessary to keep it in a healthy can* 
dition. Never try to get it out. Al- 
ways remember that nature will not 
let the inner ear become dirty. Never 
insert the end of a wet towel or cloth 
into the ear to try to wash out the 
wax. 
Washing the auditory canal 


with soap and water is also injuri- 
ous, as in this way the wax is moist- 
ened and more easily collects dust 
and dirt. It is dangerous—and if 
persisted in surely produces deafness 
—to scratch the ear canal with pins, 
toothpicks or hairpins. 


Never put cold water or any othsi 


cold liquid in the ear. When going 
in swimming insert cotton, or, what 
is still better, a little wool, in the 
ear. 
When out in a cold wind or 


snows term it is best to protect the 
ears, Avoid blowing the nose vio- 
lently in case of cold. This some- 
times ctuses the inflammation to 
spread into the Eustachian tube and 
causes deafness. 


Children's ears should never be 


boxed. A blow on the ear 
often 


drives the air with such force against 
the drumhead that it is ruptured by 
the shock. 


'Measles and scarlet fever occasion- 


ally leave the auditory canal in a dis- 
eased condition. The wax then ac- 
cumulates in dry lumps. It can be 
removed by dropping a little warm 
sweet 'oil into the ear and allowing 
it to remain .until the wax becomes 
softened. 
Th*n wash out the ear 


with A fountain syringe, using about 
a pint of warm water.—Dr, Heniry B. 
Malone in New York World.

It is said that both William J. 


Bryan and Theodore Roosevelt are 
going to be particularly active on the 
stump this year. Both aro to begin 
early and to continue late. It may 
be said, in fact, that both have begun 
already with their 
speech-making, 


though each is expected to be fai 
busier in the closing four or five 
weeks of the campaign than they 
have been thus far. It is not ex- 
pected that Bryan will equal his rec- 
ord of speech-making in 
1896, in 


which canvass he addressed over 600 
audiences. 
No other 
presidential 


candidate ever spoke so often in a 
campaign or visited so many states. 
He far exceeded the record of Doug- 
las, Greeley and Biaine in this re- 
spect, although each of these candi- 
dates took a very active part in the 
canvass in which he participated. In 
the earlier days of the government 
presidential candidates deemed 
it 


beneath the dignity of the office to 
which they aspired to go upon the 
stump and appeal for the votes of 
their fellow-citizens. William Henry 
Harrison made a few speeches in 
1840, though neither 
he nor any 


other candidate previous to 1860 
ever made a speech-making tour of 
the country. Even Clay, who was 
the insst effective political orator of 
his time and who did a good deal of 
traveling throughout 
the country 


and conferring with leaders of his 
party, nsva formally took the stump 
in any of the canvasses in which he 
was a candidate. 


Clay's electioneering activity took 


a different direction, however. 
He 


wrote almost as many letters as Jef- 
feson, but, unlike the case of Jeffer- 
son, all of them which were calcu- 
lated to damage him were published 
at inopportune times. 
Some of his 


letters written in the campaign of 
1844 were probably FeSponsJfcie* 'for 
his defeat in that year. Two letters 
written by Mm to Stephen *. Miller, 
a whig, in Tuscaloosa, Ala., created 
a great excitement all over the coun- 
try. 
"Personally, I could have no 


objection 
to 
the 
annexation of 


Texas," said Clay in the first of these 
letters, "but I should certainly be un- 
willing to see the existing 
thiion 


dissolved or seriously jeoparded lor 
the sake of acquiring Texas." Texas' 
annexation was the burning issue of 
tbe canvass of 1844. Polk, the dem- 


of his party in 1840, received only 
7,000 tbtes in the country as a whole 
in that year, but he got 03,000 in 
1844, and 19,000 of these were in 
New York. This defection 
from 


Clay—for most of them would prob- 
ably have voted the whig ticket if 
Clay had been silent on the slavery 
issue—enabled Polk to secure a lead 
of 5,000 votes in New York, and to 
gain the presidency. 


The next candidate of Clay's party, 


Zachary Taylor, was taken i» hand 
by Thurlow Weed, John J. Critten- 
den and the rest of the whig party 
managers immediately After 
his 


nomination in 1848. 
He was al- 


lowed to neither talk nor write ex- 
cept under the direction 6f hi* cen- 
sors, and he was comparatively 
silent throughout the canvas*. One 
Louisiana whig slaveholder, who wa» 
afraid that Taylor, if elected, would 
fall under tbe influence of the aboli- 
tionists, addressed Taylor in some- 
thing like this language: 
"I ant 


the owner of 100 slaves, and wish to 
know whether my property wijl be 
endangered by your election/' 
Tay- 


lor immediately responded thus; "My 
dear sir, I am tbe owner of 300 
slaves." 
That answer may be pre- 


sumed to have at once removed all 
the Louisiana »Iav«holder'* mitfgiv- 
ings, and he probably cast his ballot 
for "Old Bough and Beady." 


That other Mexican war hero, Scott, 


the whig candidate of 1$5«, the last 
canvass in which that party ap- 
peared as a great organization, was 
not so intelligently coached as Tay- 
lor had been, and said many thing* 
iu the few speeches which he made 
that covered him with ridicule. ,I*T 
attempting to gain the favor .of the 
foreign vote, which, in tbdse days, 
was almost wholly given to the dein- < 
ocratic party, Scott made some s^lly , 
remarks. 
Nothing delighted him, 


he said, so much as to listen to ti*e 
"rich old Irish brogue," whi)* tne 
"musical German accent" threw hiin 
Into rapturs. 
This blarney 


caught up by the democratic prestf 
and stump orators, and set the coun- 
try laughing at the whig candidate.

votes. No voters in the whole career 
of the United States were ever in 
such humor wooed before or since by 
any presidential candidate. Douglas* 
speeches, or that part of them which 
-condemned secession, were published 
all over the country He denounced 
disunion and defied the disunionists 
with greater vigor than did any of 
the republican stump speakers in the 


(c^mpaign of 1860. 
As a consequence, 


his vote was insignificant in all of 


( t^e( slave states except Missouri, 
which he carried by a small plurality 
over Bell. In every other state 'this 
candidate of a minor party was far

•(The tide began to turn, though, just 


about the time that North Carolina, 


' 'then one of the early states, voted. 
When the elections took place in the

to be against him. Greeley's speech- 
'making was kept up until the closing 
weeks of his canvass, and attracted 


crowds wherever he went, but 


long- before the campaign ended re- 
publican success was seen to be cer- 
tain.

creet.

Blaine's in the state of New York in 
that canvass would have given Blaine 
that state's electoral vote and the 
election. 
There is a decided proba- 


bility that Burchard's silly remark 
cost Blaine at least that many votes. 


Now every presidential candidate 


who talks or writes much can do this 
with safety. In these days, when the 
press on each side is vigilant, and 
when there is an incentive on each 
side to distort the words of the op- 
posing candidate, there is peril in the 
exercise of fluency on the part of 
candidates with tongue or pen. Prob- 
ably Bryan's 
characterization, 
in 


the canvass of 1896, of the east as 
"the enemy's country" cost him some 
votes, though, of course, it was not 
the cause of his defeat. Quay's injunc- 
tion to a Pennsylvania Republican 
governorship candidate of long ago, 
"Dear Beaver, don't talk," is the sort 
of counsel which catnpaign managers 
usually like to give candidates. 
In 


general, however, except in this par- 
ticular interest, the words of the can- 
didates of 1896 and 1900 have been 
discreet enough to please the most 
cautious and critical of partisan cen- 
sors.

WERE READY FOR A CHANGE 


Ten years ago Professor Beal, o; 


London, voiced these theories in a 
address at South Place 
Institute. 


Today they have much more signifi 
cance in the light of the situation i 
China. Eighteen hundred years ag» 
that nation was on the verge of dis 
ruption caused by the vitiation of thi 
philosophical teachings of Laou-tse 
and Confucius. Today it is strong i: 
the religion of Buddha and of Con

bringing with him the story of hi; 
battles, the story of a people wh< 
worshiped at the shrine of a onci 
human manifestation of deity, an< 
finally a golden image of this man 
God, now considered to be the person 
of Buddha* 


Following this great victory for th 


Chinese, it is supposed the story o: 
Buddha made only a casual impres 
sion on the Chinese administration 
But soon thereafter affairs of gov- 
ernment and 
people began 
to g< 


wrong. A spirit of moral and physi 
cal decadence was abroad. Empero: 
Wu-ti allowed things to drift, and 
when he was succeeded by Empero: 
Ming-ti that ruler found his kingdom 
in chaos. 


STATE OF RELIGIOUS DOUBT. 
This condition had come from Taou 


ism, the doctrine of Laou-tseu, and 
the ceremonies of the followers of 
Confucius. 
Laou-tseu had advanced 


an obscure system of transcendenta 
philosophy. He is conceded to havi 
been a great awakener of thought, 
but the system has been described as 
politico-ethical rather than religious, 
He was for harking back to the prim 
itive before such things as form and 
ceremonials 
existed. 
Compassion 


economy and humility were bases of 
his theories, and through the prac- 
tice of these virtues 
the follower 


might hope to return to the heaven 
of Taou as it 
had existed before 


Principles of simplicity and wisdom 
in their purest forms were the thingn 
he sought for the people. 
He op- 


posed 
educational activities, 
and 


sought to point man to the unalloyed 
simplicity of original perfection, 


Chinese are sluggish in thought 


and movement. 
They are especially 


tenacious of old customs. 
Confu- 


cius, their national teacher, was a 
icnservative. 
He originated 
few 


things. 
There was no religion in 


his doctrine; he avoided all reference 
to religion in his teachings. 
He 


ooked upon the existing life aibout 
him as a tftudy, and upon manv simply 
as a member of society in the present 
realistic world. 
He aimed to show 


;hat man by giving full and sincere 
development to his nature, might be- 
:ome equal to the cosmos of heaven 
uid earth, 
He modeled things after 


he times of Yaou and Shun, and as 
a leader was a revisionist. 
His 


reforms were based upon rites and 
teremonials. 


Until the year 209 B, C. Chinfc un- 


der these philosophical leaderships 


ad made great material progress, 


The famous Yu had drained the 


waters of the Yellow river, reclaim- 
ing a vast area of rich swamp lands. 
The great canal, 700 mils in length, 
with its embankments, floodgates, 
and bridges, was a marvel of en- 
gineering 
skill.' 
Tillage of 
the 


ground and" the elaborate schemes for 
watering the high-level fields are 
still wonderful 
in contemplation. 


And to these must be ad4ed the 
crowning effort in the building of 
the great wall. 
This great piece of 


masonry will stnnd for all time as 
an 
example of what persistent, 


dogged industry 
may accomplish, 


even when exhibited by a puny, in- 
ferior race of men. 


But after all these the empire, at 


the time of the ascension of Ming-ti 
was in a bad way. 
It is conceded 


that the story of the gilded image of 
Buddha was not forgotten. 
That 


the idea of an incarnated deity had 
some sort of credence in the king- 
dom at this time. 
Then came the 


stcry of the Christ. 
It may have 


come through Persia into China, but 
that it came more or less true to the 
ears of Emperor Ming-ti is conceded 
by Professor Beal. 
That the story 


carried with it the settlings of the 
early Christians is supposed to be 
shown in the manner of Ming-ti's vi- 
sion. 


In this vision the emperor beheld 


an angel of gold flying through space 
with glittering wings. 
It alighted 


at the gate of the palace and entered 
his chamber. 
It was described as 


about nineteen feet tall, with a halo 
brighter than that of the sun.

wise one who had raised the dead to 
life and touched the leper and made 
him whole.

first news was heard of the man-God 
The story of Buddha was told to the 
anxious seekers. 
Yes, he had lived 


but he had died, long ago. 
His 


birthplace had been on an island to 
the south. 
There were relics and 


the spirit of the great Buddha was 
in them. 


In boats the ambassadors set sal. 


for Ceylon. Landing, they found the 
people full of the story of the all- 
wise Buddha. HP was dead, but at 
his shrine they 
found something 


more acceptable than the dead phil- 
osophies of the 
Chinese 
teachers, 


They left their offerings at the shrine 
of the Messiah and 
went back to 


China with the new creod, not know- 
ing in Palestine, 1,500 miles away, 
was the real lodestar of the expedi- 
tion—the 
man-God 
whose story, 


reaching the ears of Emperor Ming- 


had led to his offering a kingdom 


to the new prophet. 


Going back, the envoys took with 


them books and images 
and 
two 


teachers. Saddharmar and Kosyapa 
Matanga. 
These teachers took up

It w^s purely ethical and 


practical. 
It urged the 
doing of 


good and the avoidance of evil; the 
banishment of impure desies, a pro- 
gression in the path of righteous- 
ness. 
Other duties of man toward 


men and toward society at large were 
urged. In each case at the begin- 
ning of a paragraph Buddha was 
quoted as an authority. 


Fahien, the Chinese pilgrim to In- 


dia, tells of an announcement which 
he heard made by an eloquent man 
in Ceylon, 
This man, mounted on 


a guadily caprisoned elephant and 
dressed in the apparel of 
royalty, 


spoke as follows: 


"Our Bodhisstava 
(Buddha in a 


previous 
condition) duing endless 


ages underwent every kind of aus- 
terity for the sake of delivering all 
flesh. 'He spared himself no persoml 
suffering, he left his home and coun- 
try, he gave up wife and children, 
he tore out his eyes to heal the blind, 
he cut his flesh to feed the dove, he 
gave his head in alms, he sacrificed 
his body to feed a tiger, he gruH^ed 
with his marrow nor his brain. Thus 
he endured every sort of anguish for 
the good of others. After he became 
a Buddha he lived in the world forty- 
nine years to teach and convert men. 
He gave rest to the 
wetched. He 


saved the lost. 
Then he died. The 


eyes of the world were put out and 
all living things were filled wUh 
sorrow. 
After ten days his relics 


will be brought forth; let all psrscna 
come and do them reverence,'*

Ruhlin and Sharkey, both strung, 
heavy men. has put 'the former Aus- 
tralian in a position where he has n 
right to expect another contest with 
Jeffries, but it is not certain yet that 
lie will challenge the boilermaker ai 
present. Both men linve theatrical 
engagements to fill and are desirous 
of making what money they c:in in 
that way.

STORY OF THE FIGHT.

N"ew York, Aug. 25.—Bearing -the 


brunt 
of a 
bruising 
battle 
like 


the seasoned eteran that he is, Bob 
Fitzsimmons last night met and 
whipped Tom Sharkey in less than 
two rounds. Brief as the battle was, 
there was fighting enough in it la 
suit the most critical connoisseurs in 
ring contests and to stir all the ani- 
mal passions of those who were not 
experts in pugilism. 


The finish cniue two minutes an 


sir seconds after the opening of the 
second round, and U was a finish so 
complete and decisive as to leave no 
room for doubt as to which was the 
better man. Fitz met Sharkey a: his 
iwn game and not only outspjirrecl 
him, but outfought him. It was his 
clean, hard punching that landed his 
share of the 325,000 purse for him. 
"When the battle had been won ; 
lost and the cheers of the crowd still 
remained in the ears of the victo 
he walked over to Jim Jeffries, who 
was sitting nt the 
ring-side, and, 


clasping his hand heartily, snid; 
"Now, I want you." 
SHARKEY RUSHES AS OF OLP. 


There w?.s some delay in getting 


the men into the ring, but once in it 
no time was lost in settling down to 
business. Sbarkey started off in his 
old rushing style and in the first 
round did amazingly well. In fact, 
just before -the gong sounded the close 
of this period he felled Fitzsimmons 
with a terrific blow and the latter 
just regained bis feet at the close of 
the round. 


Fitz went to his corner in anything 


but good condition, but be came up 
strong and cool for the next round, 
while Sharkey seemed to be nervous 
and overanxious to finish the job. 
Sharkey started right off with right 
and left swings, but Fitz was con- 
tent to evade -the blows and let the 
sailor wear himself out. Then n min- 
ute after the opening of the round 
Fitz began to meet the sailor's rushes 
with stnight right nnd left punches 
and soon he had him groggy. 


LEFT TO THE JAW WINS. 


Sbarkey ran Into a right punch and 


he went down in a heap. When he 
got up he was groggy and Fitz, with 
set jaws and flashing eyes, sailed in 
for 
the 
finishing. 
The 
sailor 


sprawled blindly with left and right. 
Fitz bided his time, which cum-* all 
too quickly for Sharkey. Two min- 
utes and six seconds of tbe second 
round had passed when Fitz drove 
his right to the body and, bringing 
his left over with a sort of half hook, 
landed on the sailor's j.iw. That left 
hook settled the fifcht. Sharkey wenr 
down as though he had been felled 
with P. hammer find he still wai 
sprawling on the ground when Ref- 
eree White finished his count of ten. 


Thus was wiped out for good nn:l 


all that fracas which happened in 
San Frnncisco on tiie night of De- 
cember 2, 1896, when Wyatt Eaip 
decided that Fita had lost to Sharkf-y 
on a foul. In that mill Fitz claimed 
and still claims that he was rol)b°rt; 
that he was the victim of n job. Shar- 
key insisted and still insists that 
Fitz struck him low and tha't the 
referee noted properly in deciding in 
his favor. The result of last night's 
contest proves beyond a show of 
doubt, foul or no foul, Fitzsimmons 
is far nnd away tbe better fighter. 


SAILOR APPEARED AS TYRO. 
In last night's fight FitzEimmons 


simply -waited for Sharkey. He -al- 
lowed him to set the pace from star: 
to finish, but he always was there 
with his deadly left and right, and, 
better than that, all his blows almost 
invariably went true to the mark. 
Sharkey, on -the other hand, fought 
wildly and loosely. It was a case of 
a master of the art against a tyro at 
it. By the 
side of Fitzsimmons, 


Sharkey, with bis tern-hie strength 
and bull-like rushes, was made to 
seem like si raw beginner. Hod he 
fought more carefully or had he been 
capable of fighting more carefully 
the result might have been different, 
but ns the men now are and as they 
probably will continue to be, Fit?-,- 
srmmons must b« the master of Shar- 


key. 


FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 


Round 
1— Sharkey 
rushed 
and 


swung his left Tor the body, but Fitz- 
simmons jumped out of reach. Sbar- 
key rushed again, but Fitzsimmons 
jumped away. Sharkey rushed again, 
but Fitzsimmons met him with a 
heavy right on the body. 
Sharkey 


missed a right swing. 
Fitzsimmons 


easily stepped out of reach, 
Sharkey 


swung his left, but Fitzsimmons got 
away nnd the blow landed 
on his 


back. 
Fitzsimmons tried right and 


left for head, but Shnrkey ducked nnd 
then Fitzsimmons lauded left hook on 
neck. Sharkey swung wildly for the 
bead, but Fitzsimmons ducked and 
sent his right to Sharkey's jnw. Sbar- 
key clinched. Sharkey swung n heavy 
left for the head, but Fitzshmnons 
blocked it. 
Shnrkey rushed wildly, 


landing a left on the shoulder, nnd 
Fitzsimmons went to the floor, Shar- 
key falling over him. The bell rang 
with Fitz on the floor, and the referee 
rushed between them. 


Round i2—Sharkey rushed to close 


quarters, swing-ing left 
and 
right 


without landing. Fitzsimmons rush- 
ed, sending his right to body nnd left 
to neck. 
Uotli swung wildly with 


rights and lefts. Fitzsimmons stepped 
in with a right body and left to bead. 
Sharkey was wild, but Fitzsimmons 
sent him to {he floor after n succes- 
sion of rights and left on the, face. 
Sbarkey took the count and got up 
Ri'Oggy and staggered back to the 
ropes. 
Fitzsimmons went after him 


nnd hooked his left to the jaw. Then 
he sent a right nnd left to the head, 
and Sharkey was unable to protect 
himself. 
Then Fitzsimmons sent a 


hard rig-lit to the body, and ns Sbar- 
key was staggering he hooked his 
left to the jaw, sending- Sharkey 
down the second time. Shnrkey sti-ug- 
gled to regain his feet, but fell over 
on bis face and hands. He struggled 
gamely, attempting to get up, but the 
right on the body and the left on the 
jaw had done the work, and Sharkey 
was counted out by the referee. 


When Fitzsimmons was declared 


the winner the crowd surged before 
the ring, but the police got ahead oi 
them nnd drove them back. Fitzsim- 
mons wns 
congratulated 
by those 


nearest to his corner, and then lie ran 
over nnd grasped Shnrkey 
by the 


gloved hand. 
Fitzsimmons 
almost 


danced with delight when stepping 
back from Sharkey's corner, nnd as 
he walked to his dressing room he 
wns loudly cheered. Sharkey in the 
meantime had recovered very quickly 
from his punishment, and wns able 
to leave the ring ns soon as Fitz.

MORE TROUBLE IS FEARED AT 


AKRON BY GOVERNOR. 


LAWLESSNESS MUST SUBSIDE 


BITTER FEELING AGAINST CITY 


OFFICIALS. 


PECK SENTENCED FOR LIFE 


THE OUTWITTED MOB MAY BE 


AGAIN INCENSED. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 25.—Gover- 


nor Na&h fears there may be further 
doting at Akron. 
For that reason 


troops will be held there until Mon- 
day at least. 
This decision was 


reached, today at a conference here 
between the governor and Assistant 
Adjutant General Adams. 


Governor Nash said he should keep 


the troops on duty until he was ab- 
solutely satisfied that the lawless ele- 
ment would make no further trou- 
ble. 


"The ill-feeling among the Akron 


citizens who 
participated 
in the 


riots seems to be directed especial- 
ly against the city officials," said the 
governor. 
•'! am afraid that when 


the lawless element fully realizes 
that the uegvo was taken into the 
city and sentenced and then taken 
away again without1 their knowing 
the slightest thing about the mattei 
the trouble may rise up again. 


"The state will protect life and 


property at Akron as long as neces- 
sary." 


Speaking' concerning the punish- 


ment of the rioters the governor said 
the state officials will take no hand 
in the prosecution. 


"From what I learn," said the gov- 


ernor, "the civil authorities there are 
capable of taking care of the law 
breakers and unless they should ex- 
press to me their inability the state 
will take no part in. the matter. The 
local authorities are gathering evi- 
dence against 
those persons who 


were guilty of the rioting which cul- 
minated in the deaths of innocent 
persons 
and 
the 
destruction of 


thousands of dollars worth of prop- 
erty."

Cleveland, where he consulted with 
Governor Nash, and until he does 
nothing will be decided about the 
retention of the military. 


QUICK JUSTICE FOR PECK. 


Akron, Ohio, Aug. 25.—Within a 


few hours yesterday Louis Peck, the 
negro whose crime caused Wednes- 
day's riots, was indicted by the grand 
jury, was brought from Cleveland 
under heavy guard, was arraigned 
before Judge Nye, pleaded guilty to 
the charge of criminal assault, was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life 
and landed in the penitentiary at Co- 
lumbus. 


The machinery of tho law worked 


too quickly for the mob, even if there 
had been any intention to renew the 
trouble when the prisoner should be 
brought bnck here. 
In sentencing 


Peck Judge Nye ordered that the 
first thirty days of his term should 
be spent in solidary confinement, and 
indicated that he regretted that the 
law would not allow him to fix n 
more severe penalty for the crime. 


On the way here from Cleveland 


Peck showed signs of the greatest 
fright, begging Prison-keeper Wash- 
er to shoot him'Instantly if another 
attempt should bo made at Akron to 


lynch him. 
Tho prisoner was taken 


from the train to the courtroom un- 
der n guard of militiamen and back 
to the train for Columbus before 
many people of the town knew of his 
presence.

to put the Hessian fly out of business 
in All fin county received a strong 
Impetus at a meeting" of the Allen 
County Agricultural society held this 
afternoon at the city hall. The meet- 
ing wns a special one, called by Pres- 
ident 
Alexander Johnson, 
to 
ar- 


range, iE possible, for a concerted ac- 
tion among the farmers to drive out 
the Hessian fly, which has seriously 
lessened the wheat crops of the past 
few years. 


The attendance was not large, but 


the farmers present were much inter- 
ested in the question. In opening the 
meeting President Johnson stated its 
objects briefly, nnd read the following 
letter received this morning 
from 


Governor Mount: 


GOVERNOR'S LETTER. 


Executive Department, State of 


Indiana, Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
Aug. 


24, 1900.—Mr. Alexander Johnson, 
President Allen County Agricultural 
and Horticultural Association—Dear 
Sir: 
Replying to your favor of the 


23rd hist., I beg to say that I nm in 
full accord with the thoughts 'ad- 
vanced In your letter, and in har- 
mony with the efforts of Purdue ex- 
periment station and also that of 
Ohio. 
There must be concerted ac- 


tion on the part of the farmers, if 
they expect to mitigate the ravages 
of the Hessian 
fly. 
I have long 


studied this vexatious problem, and 
I am only able to reach one conclu- 
sion, and that is the abandonment 
of re-sowing wheat-land in the same 
crop, and 
late-sowing- 
after the 


ravages of the 
insect are fairly 


passed. 
I also regard .is wise the 


early sowing of decoy strips where 
the Hessian fly will deposit their 
eggs and concentrate 
their work; 


later on the plowing of these strips 
will completely destroy.the larva of 
the fly. 


"I am glad you are deeply inter- 


ested in this needed effort. 
I beg 


yon to say to the farmers that I will 
very soon join their number once 
more, and I shall do so with the en- 
thusiasm of my entire nature. 
I 


am ready to second every effort that 
shall be for the promotion of their 
interests, and I beg to express my 
unqualified approbation of the effort 
being made to counteract the ravages 
of the Hessian fly. 


"I go tonight to Geneva Lake to 


address the Y. M. C. A. on the Sab- 
bath, and will return to Chicago to i 
attend the G. A. R. encampment 
next week.

SOME EXPERT ADVICE. 


Professor Latta. of Purdue 
uni- 


versity, submitted to -the farmers of 
Allen county some expert advice upon 
the subject of fertilizers as well as 
the treatment of the Hessian fly prob- 
lem, in the following letter, which 
.he president also read: 


"Purdue University, Agricultural 


Experiment Station of Indiana, La- 
fayette, Ind.. Aug. 24. 1900.—Mr. 
Alexander 
Johnson. 
Fort "Wayne. 


Ind.: Dear Sir—In replying to yours 
of the 23d, I have conferred with 
Professor Has ton, who has just re- 
turnc'd from Europe, and what I give 
below is his advice. I beg to say, 
however, that it is impossible to give 
very definite instruction without an 
intimate 
knowledge of the 
land. 


W-hat I do give is only to be con- 
sidered as suggestive. It will cer- 
tainly answer to experiment with. 
In my bulletin on the fly I should 
have said some good tested wheat 
fertilizer, as I meant to let the farm- 
ers select 
something 
which 
had 


proved to be good. This would be far 
safer than to recommend any spec- 
ial formula. I also mail you under 
separate cover Professor Huston's 
bulletin on the 
treatment of clay 


soils, which will also help to interpret 
the suggestions given below. 


"1. For 
fairly 
good 
clay 
soil 


where clover catches well, try a mix- 
ture of 100 pounds of real raw bone 
and 100 pounds of acid phosphate- 
14 to 16 per cent, available phos- 
phoric acid per acre. It is assumed 
from what you say that in this soil, 
which 
has 
been 
manured, 
clover 


would catch reasonably well. 
This 


would indicate that a nitrogenous or 
potash fertilizer would be unneces- 
sary. The acid phosphate would give 
quick response and the raw bone 


would (extend over 
to benefit 
the 


.clover or grass. 
. 
• . 


"2. For n poor clay, badly worn,, 


which needs to be gotten into grass 
or clover, use the above mixture, to 
which add 
twenty-five pounds of 


muriate of patash. Use also barn- 
yard manure, if available. The addi- j 
tion of potash would encourage the 
growth of the clover. 


'•3. For a sandy soil, worn and in 


nccrl of lifting turned into grass, try 
the mixture lirst given, plus twenty- 
live pounds of nitrate of soda. As a 
genera1! rule, commercial fertilizers 
have not accomplished good results 
on sandy soil. We have not .much 
data yet, however, on this point. I 
am inclined to think that twenty-five 
pounds of muriate of potash might 
also be used on a thin, sandy soil. 


"For a goon loam soil, in good 


condition, as to humus, etc., try 200 
pounds of acid phosphate and twenty- 
five pounds of muriate of potash per 
acre. In the case of one to three in- 
clusive, r?.w bone is used so as to 
continue the effect over to the gi-uss 
rrop. In case of No. 4, a quick re- 
sponse that will show chiefly in the 
wheat crop is sought. It is supposed 
in this case that there is enough nat- 
ural fertility in the land to start the 
grass or clover well after the wheel 
has been taken off. 


"Use no goods that do not bear ths 


state chemist's tag, 
which 
shows 


that the firm has complied with the 
fertilizer law. 


"Bone and acid phosphate are sold 


by many companies. Nitrate of soda 


nd muriate of potash can bs legally 


sold in this state through the agents 
of the Read Phosphate Co., of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and the Columbus Phos- 
phate Co., of Columbus, Ohio. 


"In our own experiments here we 


have had greater results 
when a 


complete fertilizer, which included 
phosphoric acid, potash and nitrogen, 
was used. But the nitrogenous in- 
;redient is so expensive that I ques- 
tion whether its use will be profitable 
in most of the cases you name. 


"I am frank to say that with a full 


knowledge of the soils in question. 
and the underlying subsoils, the sug- 
gestion given might 
be 
modified. 


The -bulletin on the improvement of 
clay soils, referred to above, "will 
give you some suggestions as to how 
fertilizers may be tested in order to 
find out what is -best. 


•'My recent bulletin on the Hessian 


fly has nothing to say about wheat 
after corn. 
A border, one or two 


drill rows wide, can he cut around the 
cornfield nnd the stalks fed to either 
cattle or hogs or both. The border 
can then be sown as -a decoy as sug- 
gested. I would be glad to know to 
what extent your farmers will ngric 
to carry out the suggestions given iu 
my bulletin, or any others that may 
be thought wise.

Previous to leaving Ohio Mr. Deck- 


er hnd entered 160 acres of timbered 
land lying in Aboite township, his 
government deeds bearing the signa- 
ture of Andrew Jackson as president. 
The trip to Indiana was made in 
a covered wagon, overland through 
rough country, 
where there 
were 


practically no roads, and five long, 
weary weeks were occupied in the 
trip from Stark county. Arriving 'n 
the early spring the Decker family 
was domiciled the first night at the 
home of John Dittoe.. The land en- 
tered by Mr. Decker was 160 acres 
very near the geographical center of 
Aboite township, and here he resided 
for fifty-eight years, until in 1894 
he removed to Port Wayne. 


The first duty of the pioneer settlers 


•was to cut away the saplings to make 
a place for their log cabin, about 18 
feet square, which was the residence 
of the family for many years. "Wild 
game was .plentiful, deer came close 
to the cabin to browse and at night 
the howling of wolves was slumber's 
accompaniment. Of the population, 
the vast majority were Indians, and 
Ins business interests of Fort Wayne 
were confined within the limits of 
what is now, as it was then, Columbit 
street. 


EARLY BUSINESS MEW. 


" Mr. Decker's recollection of.the pior 
necr business men of Fort Wayne is 
vivid, and he refers in intimate terms 
to Allen Hamilton, Samuel Hanna, 
James Barrett, Francis Comparet and 
others who were prominent in the pio- 
neer history of Port Wayne. 
The 


crop yield in those days was heavy, 
and Mr. Decker is of the opinion that 
the cereals grew with less work than 
now.

-he pipe is a hookah. 


Until recently the sultan smoked 
hooknh, not ns handsome as the 


shah's, but it cost several thousand 
dollars. During the last few months, 
lowever, lie has shown a fondness 
'or cigarettes. 


President Loubet, of France, is the 


only chief magistrate that country 
has had who has smoked a pipe.

President Kruger usually has a

THE TRIADS OF CHINA.* 


• A Terrible Secret Society, is an J 
J 
Ally of Boxers and the Ter- | 


J 
ror of tho Country. 


The boxers o£ China have a val- 


uable ally in the Triad secret society 
the oldest and most infamous of the 
many Chinese organizations of a sim- 
ilar character, tls origin is so re- 
mote that the society's book of rites 
contains the statement that it has ex 
is ted "since the foundation of the 
earth." The real name of the league 
is T'len-Ti Hwey, or Hung league; 
tiie name "Triad" comes froiu "Sam- 
Hop Hwey," the popular title given 
to the organization. 
The society's 


teachings are exalted to such a degree 
hat inany of them seem to cunie bad- 
ly out of the sermon on the mount. 
Unfortunately, however, their prac- 
ice is different from their teachings. 
A more disreputable organization 
was never, created to become a thorn 
n the flesh of all workers in ihe cause 
of law and order. 


About 250 years ago tho Ming 


[ynasty was overthrown, by the Tar- 
ars. 
Shortly after this event the 


Triads reorganized to oppose the 
rlanchu conquerors. Since that time 
he league has enjoyed a reputation 
or lawlessness unparalleled even in 
ho history of China. Its members 
pread over the whole of the far cast, 
lanila knew her, to her sorrow. The 
Dutch colonies suffered from their 
eprudatians. 


EXPELLED FEOM MANILA. 
At length, when the residents of 
ianil.i had endured long enough the 
tilrnges uf the society (which had 
lade necessary many times the c:ill- 
ig put of the garrison), members of 
lie Triad league were; by law forbid- 
en to come into the colony. 
Tho 


Dutch followed the example of the 


panifh without loss of time. Thus 
riven out from their former happy 
muting grounds, Ifos Triads looked 
or fresh fields, and found them, as 
iigy supposcdj in Sarawak. 
They descended 4,000 strong on tho 


Hr.lays. burned their houses, seized 
heir ships and were, about to embark 
n what promised to be a career of 
loody piracy when Raj,ih 'Brooke ap- 
carcd with a force of Dyaks and de- 
eated them.

DUE TO TRIADS. 


There Is practically na doubt that 
lie T.ii-Plng rebellion was due to the

o openly op'posed the government

ourse opeii to them. They were then 
.s lawless a band as a-t any period 
f their history, but the leader of the 
evolt, 
Hung S.iu-Tsun, 
obtained 


ome knowledge of Christianity and 
ndenvored to purify the society and 
o urge the establishment of a dy- 
lasty which should rule according 


D the high principles of Jesus and 
lonfusius. 
"King of the 'heavenly kingdom of 


universal peace" was the title he gave 
uiriself. To his standard flocked en- 
husinsts and 
malcontents of nil 


classes; to prevent desertion these 
were branded on the cheeks with the 
vords "Tai-Ping." 
But the good 


esolutions of the leader came to 
naught, as history tells. The mor- 
ils of his followers and the ill suc- 
cess of his armies disheartened him. 
He became crazed and the coming of 
Jeneral Gordon to command the Chi- 
nese army completed the overthrow 
if the rebellion. 
GOVERNED BY FIVE MASTERS. 


The society is governed by 
five 


rand masters, equal to one another 
n power. The lodges are ruled by 
subordinate.masters, whose power is 
absolute. Members are required to 
take an oath of Implicit obedience; 
they also promise to support one an- 
other, even -against the law. Mem- 
bers are known to fellow members by 
an elaborate system of signs. These 
are so many and express such differ- 
ent meanings that communication be- 
tween the members of the society is 
easily carried on and impossible of 
detection by an outsider.

ifcion. Never try to get it cut. Al- 
ways remember that nature will not 
ct the inner p.r.r become dirty. Never 
nsert the end of a wet towel or cloth 
into the ear to try to wash out the 
wax. 
Washing the auditory canal 


with soap and water is also injuri- 
ous, as in tins way the wax is moist- 
ened and more easily eollncts dust 
nnd dirt. It is d.ingerntis—and 
if 


persisted in surely produces deafness 
—to scratch the ear canal with pins. 
octhpichs or hairpins. 
Never put cold water or any other 


:old liquid in the ear. When going 
n swimming insert cotton, or, what 
3 still better, a little wool, in the 
:ar. When out in a cold wind or 
snowstorm it is best to protect the 
ears. 
Avoid blowing the nose vio-

Children's ears should never be 


boxe'd. A blow on the 
ear 
often 


drives the air with such force against 
he drumhead that it is ruptured by 
the. shock. 


Measles and scarlet fever occasion- 
lly leave the auditory canal in a dis- 
eased condition. The. wax then ac- 
cumulates in dry lumps. It. can be 
•einoved by dropping- a little warm 
sweet oil into the ear and allowing 
t to remain, .until the wax becomes 
softened. 
Then wash out the ear 


with a fountain syringe, using about 
a. pint of warm water.—Dr. Henry B. 
Malone in New York World.

fiery sun—and you have the setting 
of Yumn. Imagine yourself on some 
vantage spot and 
looking over 


frontier town 
paralyzed 
in over- 


whelming sunlight, where 
scantily 


clad, swarthy Indians sprawl 
fnst 


n?leep on hot earth in a patch of 
shade, no white person in sight, no 
a sign of activity anywhere, stores 
shut, houses bolted and blinded, no 
a sound heard save a rustling of dried 
sabe-brush. And that is-life in Yumn 
during a midsummer afternoon. 


For fifty years Yuma, on the Rio 


Colorado, in southwestern Arizona 
lias been the banner hot town of the 
country. It has no rivals. The ol( 
town and its fiery summers have bei 
fruitful topics for newspaper humor 
ists. 
Numberless jokes on the Pa 


cific coast 
concerning communities 


where the mercury climbs high, anc 
regarding spirits that have found 
Hades agreeably 
cool, 
have beeen 


worn threadbare at Yumn's expense 


The people in the states who com 


plain of Sol's darts these dnys may 
find satisfaction in learning some 
tiling about this season's tem.oera 
turc in Yumn. The 
summer 
hns 


been an average one. From May 1 
to May 30 the temperature every nft 
ernoon ranged from 
93 degrees fr 


101. Then there wns a week of com 
parative coolness; the mercury neve 
rose above 00. From June 7 to Jum 
25 the mercury varied from 10ft ti 
113 degrees.

With the rising of each sir 
the mercury has climbed 
stcndil;

summer tlm "hottest day in Yumn 
was 
Aug. 2G. when the 
mercnr; 


touched 127. 
In September 
ther 


were Severn! dnys when the temper 
ature was at 121 and a few night: 
when the thermometer never regis 
te red lower than 108 degrees. Ii 
180fi Yumn's red letter hot day oc 
cuiTL-d. It was Aug. 16. when extra 
hot winds blew from off the desert 
Between dawn and noon the rnercur; 
rose from 110 to 123. and by 4 o'clocl 
it rose to 129. Several deaths ainont, 
children occurred during the heater 
spell. 


Topogrnphicnlly Yuma is situated 


for the making of high solstitial rec- 
ords. 
As far as the eye can reach 


and miles and miles farther, in nny 
direction, there is nothing but pro- 
found aridity, through which th' 
Colorado drowsily meanders to the 
Gulf 
of 
California. 
From 
some 


points nothing is in sight hut n vnsl 
crumpled sea of yellow sand and the 
horizon. 
Yuma is the benrt of n 


region of extinct volcanoes, barren 
hills and steiile canons; a region ol 
mirages. Giln monsters and reptiles 
that thrive amid 
burning alkali 


wastes nnd deadly thirsts, where not 
a green thing in nature may be seen 
as far as vision sweep except a few 
sparse cotlonwood trees nt the rail- 
way 
stations, where a 
withering 


white sunshine blazes from out n 
cloudless sky twelve hours a day, 
months at a time; where inflamed 
eyes nnd even blindness from the 
intense sunshine are common; wher 
the earth is so hot that while people 
can scarcely walk upon it with tiiin 
shoes, and where tough range cattle 
sicken nnd die in a few weeks. 


No one lives in Yuma for enjoy- 


ment. 
Tho trading nnd teaming 


from the mines, same uncommonly 
rich in copper, silver and lead, out 
n the mountains nnd foothills, keep 
the old town prosperous. 
There nre 


3,200 people in the village. 
One- 


third of them are Mexicans; the rest 
nre Americans. 
Some hnve braved 


the climate, been cntciprising nnd 
have accumulated snug fortunes. 


At night 
the whole population 


sleeps out of doors, and many people 
slumber under the open heavens ten 
months in the year. 
In mid-sum- 


mer, even the old 'timers cannot en- 
dure the heat nnd closeness of nn 


ipartment at night. 
The scene that 


me looks upon as he gazes across 
Yumn at any dawn in mid-summer is 
unique. 
Everybody in town—men, 


women and children—lie sleeping out 
if doors. 
There are cots on the flat 


•oofs, cots on the porches, cots in 
the back and front yards, 'and cots 
tut in the streets, where the persplr- 
ng, feverish people have tried to 
find the least bit of stirring air. 
3nme men and women are stretched 


with the lightest sheets over 


them; some nre wearing their thin 
cotton clothes, and children slumber 
with only the sapphire sky over their 
innocence. 


It is hard for people who live in a 


region of green hills, fields of wav- 
ing grain, brooks, gardens, forests, 
and where rain falls occasionally, to 
realize tlie barrenness of life in a 
desert town like Yuma. 
The people 


here lead the plainest lives. 
No 


one does a whit more work than is 
actually necessary. 
Through 
the 


six warmest months the people get 
up at early dawn. 
Stores 
open, 


•ngons of merchandise for the mines 


are loaded, housewives do their cook- 
ing nnd work for the day, and Mexi- 
cans go from house to house deliver- 
ing barrels of lukewarm water. 
At 


0 o'clock the heft of the dny's duties 
is done. 
At 8 o'clock all work is 


finished for a time. 
The sun is fai 


up and is blazing hotter. 
Every one 


who can be is under cover. 
The 


henvy board window 'blinds nre 
drawn to, the stores and saloons nre 
shut, and all outdoors.is abandoned 
to the friendly Indians. 


At 0 o'clock at night a general 


resurrection tnkes place. 
Stores nnd 


houses are reopened. 
The tempera- 


ture may have cooled to 109 or 112 
degrees. 
"When the sun has gone 


down the people go about the villag' 
and perform more household and 
business duties. 
Often the 'town is 


up practically all night. 
A fcv. 


the merchandise stores do their larg- 
est business between 8 p. in. and 3 
a. in. 


Imagine a place 
of confinement 


where guards are a superfluity. Such 
is the Arizona penitentiary at Yumn 
For, while the cells nre like the hot 
rooms in a Russian bath, they are 
far, far better than the trackless 
arid, torrid desert thnt surrounds 
Yiinin.

THE MISTAKE OF CHINA. 


WAS PERSUADED TO ACCEPT BUDDHISM AT A TIME WHEN 


CHRISTIANITY WAS SOUGHT. 


China and the Chinese against the 
tiilitary powers of the world, all be- 
cause that nation has been murder- 
usly intolerant of Christian mission- 
aries, rends like n national tragedy 
in the light of the statement that 
more than 1,600 years ago that na- 
tion sent out its wise men in search 
of the Messiah of 'the Christians. 


More than 400 years before 
the 


Buddha bad stirred India profoundly, 
Buddha worship \vtis accepted, and 
for centuries in India he had been 
the incarnated god. That it wns not 
this religion which started the wise 
men of China on the quest, Professor 
Samuel Beal points that the move- 
ment was prompted by a vision, said 
to have been seen by Emperor Ming- 


in which an rings! came with ft 


message for him to search for the in- 
:arnntcd God; further, that this move 
begun only thirty-two years after 
the dcntb of Christ. From this the 
professor reasons that tho circum- 
stance of the vision could not have 
been of Chinese origin; that it hnd 
tlie stamp 
of the Christian 
faith. 


Then, by implication, he lends to the 
conclusion thnt had the Chinese mis- 
sionaries A. D. Bfi missed Buddhn und 
continued on 1,500 miles to Pales- 
tine they would have been ripe for 
the acceptance of the faith of 
the 


Messiah, which the Chinese people of 
todny so sturdily resist as a nation. 
WERE HEADY FOR A CHANGE. 


Ten years ago Professor Bcnl, of 


London, voiced these theories in an 
address at South Plncc 
Institute. 


Today they have much more signifi- 
cance in the light of the situation in 
China. Eighteen hundred years ngo 
that nation wns on the verge of dis- 
ruption caused by the vitiation of the 
philosophical teachings of Lnou-tscu 
and Confucius. Today it is strong ir 
the religion of Buddha and of Con- 
fucius, and holding out against the 
innovations 
of 
Christianity 


which it sought so keenly 
nearly 


1,900 years afro. 


Two hundred years before the com- 


ing of Christ some of the barbarous 
people living to the north find west 
of the Chinese empire were involv 
with the Chinese in wars. 
Several 


times Chinese military men were seni 
against these Tartar hordes, but more 
or less ineffectually. 


In the year 123 B. C. the Emperoi 


Wu-ti sent the celebrated 
Genera 


Ho-ku-ping to operate n gainst 
tin 


bnrbnrians. This general made sonn 
groat military movements, penetrat- 
ing some 200 miles or more beyond 
the borders of Turkestan. Prom this 
successful campaign against Chinese 
invaders 
he returned 120 
B. C. 


bringing with him the story of his 
battles, the story of a people who 
worshiped at the shrine of a onci 
human manifestation of deity, and 
finally n golden imtigc of this man- 
God, now considered to be the person 
of Buddhn. 


Following this grent victory for the 


Chinese, it is supposed the story oj 
Buddlia made only a cnsunl impres- 
sion on the Chinese ndministration 
But soon thereafter affairs of gov- 
ernment nnd 
people began 
to go 


wrong. A spirit of moral and physi- 
cal decadence was abroad. 
Emperor 


Wu-ti allowed things to drift, nnd 
when lie wns succeeded by Emperor 
Ming-ti thnt ruler found his kingdom 
in chaos. 


STATE OF RELIGIOUS DOUBT. 
This condition hnd come from Taon- 


isni, the doctrine of Laou-tseu, nnti 
the ceremonies of the followers of 
Confucius. 
Lnou-tscu hnd advancer 


nn obscure system of transcendental 
philosophy. He is conceded to have 
been n groat a waken er of thought, 
but the system has been described as 
politico ethical rather tlmn religious. 
He was for harking back to the prim- 
itive before such things ns form and 
ceremonials 
existed. 
Cnmpnssion, 


economy and humility were 1'ases of 
his theories, nnd through the prac- 
tice of these virtues 
the follower 


might hope tn return to tho heaven 
of Taou as it 
hnd existed before. 


Principles of simplicity nnd wisdom 
in their purest forms were the thing!! 
he sought for tlie people. 
He op- 


posed 
educational 
nclivlties, 
and 


iought to point man to the unalloyed 
simplicity of original perfection. 


Chinese nre sluggish in thought 


nnd movement. 
They arc espccinlly 


tenacious of old customs. 
Confu- 


cius, their national teacher, wns a 
conservative. 
He 
originated few 


things. 
There wns no religion in 


his doctrine; he avoided nil reference 
to religion in his teachings. 
He 


looked upon the existing life about 
him ns n study, nnd upon innn*simply 
ns a member of society in the present 
realistic world. 
He aimed to show 


tlmt mnn by giving full and sincere 
development to his nature, might be- 
come cqunl to the cosmos of heaven 
ind earth. 
He modeled things after 


the times of Ynon and Shun, nnd ns 
a lender was a reversionist. 
His 


reforms were based upon rites and 
ceremonials. 


Until the year 209 B. C. Chlria un- 


der these philosophical leaderships 
i.id made great material progress. 
Tho fnmous Yu 
had - drained the 


waters of the Yellow river, rechum- 


a vast area of rich swamp lands. 


Tlie great cnnnl, 700 mils in length, 
with its embankments, floodgates, 
and bridges, was a marvel of en- 
gineering 
skill.1 
Tillage of 
the 


ground and'the elaborate schemes for 
watering the high-level fields nre 
Etill 
wonderful in contemplation. 


And to these must be added the 
crowning effort in the building of 
the great wall. 
This great piece of 


masonry will str.nd for all time as 
nn 
example 
of what 
persistent, 


dogged industry 
may accomplish, 


even when exhibited by a puny, in- 
ferior race of men.. 


But after all these the empire, at 


the time of the ascension of Ming-ti 
was in a bad way. 
It is conceded 


that the story of the gilded image of 
Buddha was not forgotten. 
That 


the idea of an incarnated deity had 
some sort of credence in the king- 
dom at this time. 
Then came the 


stcry of the Christ, 
come through Persia 


works of Buddha, the Indian toach- 
crs in China gave 
out tho "Para- 


-r.phs" as nn rpitome of Buddhis 
cll,L 
It wns purely ethical and 


practical. 
It urged the 
doing of 


-oocl and the avoidance of evil; the 
banishment of impure dcslcs, a pro- 
gression in the path of righteous- 
ness 
Other duties of man toward 


mrn and toward society at large were

In each case nt the begm- 


mig of a paragraph Buddha
